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The Big Lottery Lund 
has announced that The 
Hub will be one of six fi¬ 
nalists in an ITV West 
Country contest to win a 
chunk of the National Lot¬ 
tery’s Jubilee People’s Mil¬ 
lions, as part of the 
Queen’s Diamond Jubilee 
next year. 

Projects from Cornwall 
to Dorset will compete for 
a share of the royal roll¬ 
out, to be televised later 
this month. 

Lyme will be pitched 
against Portland Gig Row¬ 
ing Club on Tuesday, June 
28th and the audience will 
be asked to vote for their 
winner (calls will cost lip 
from a landline). 

The Big Lottery Lund 
will release special tele¬ 
phone vote numbers that 
will be secret until 9am on 
June 28th. 

The Hub’s bid organisers 
plan to name the date “Hub 
Tuesday” and keep it at the 
forefront of everyone’s 
minds with a blitz of pro¬ 
motion all over the town.

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■ THIS week Alex McStea joins View From on 
work experience from the Woodroffe School, 
Lyme Regis. 

ALEX McStea has been living in Dorset for al¬ 
most 10 years after moving with her family 
from Reading, Barkshire in search of a place to 
live in the countryside. 

Along with her younger brother she has 
spent most of her life on a small estate close to 
the sea and in the heart of the countryside. But 
now at the age of 15 she begins to look past 
the small community she has been brought up 
in and further into her future. 

Currently a year 10 student at The Woodroffe 
School, Lyme Regis, Alex has been searching 
for a work experience placement that will ben¬ 
efit her and her future. After considering many 
placements she decided to spend a week work¬ 
ing for View From. 


■ WHAT do you like most about school? 

I enjoy being able to see my friends every day. There’s 
usually a great atmosphere as well, being with a big 
group of people all in the same situation as you. I think 
that without this type of atmosphere life would be a bit 
boring. 

■ WHAT do you dislike? 

A lot of mornings I would much rather relax and not have 
to rush to get to school. Also more recently, with so many 
exams and assessments going on for more than eight dif¬ 
ferent subjects, it can get quite hard. A skill that I am 
finding I have to use a lot more is prioritising my work. 

■ WHAT is your favourite subject? 

Well I don’t exactly have a favourite subject and it’s con¬ 
fusing because I’m interested in such a variety of things. 
The main subjects I am interested in are textiles, science, 
English and geography. I also enjoy art, however, I no 
longer do this subject because I was able to take the 
GCSE exam two years early. I managed to achieve an A. 

■ WHY did you choose to come to a newspaper for 
your work experience? 

I enjoy writing for a purpose and I am in top set for Eng¬ 
lish therefore I thought journalism would be a good thing 
to look into. I do have an inertest in media, however, I 
wasn’t really sure of the different specific roles it consists 
of. Seeing as this was the career I new the least about I 



thought it would be a good idea to try and go to some¬ 
where I could get an insight into a media environment. 

■ IS this the only work experience you 7 ve com¬ 
pleted so far? 

It is with the school but last year I also took part in a 
photo shoot for Shout magazine. This was partly because 
we had been informed about our work experience for the 
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next year and initially I was very interested in going to 
work for a magazine. I have a relation who is the editor 
for Take a Break magazine therefore I contacted her and 
it went from there. Although I wasn’t actually old 
enough to participate in work experience with a maga¬ 
zine it still gave me an idea of what it’s like. 

■ WHERE do you see yourself in five years time? 

In five years time I would like to think I would be at Uni¬ 
versity because whatever I do decide to do I would like 
to stay in education as long as possible. I do enjoy learn¬ 
ing new things and I’m quite a hard worker therefore I 
think University would be a great opportunity for me. 

■ WHAT would be your dream job? 

I’m not sure but I think that I would need to be a bit ac¬ 
tive or creative in my job. I don’t think I will be certain 
of a dream job until I’ve worked out what it is I enjoy 
most. I definitely want to enjoy what I do and work hard 
to get what I want. 

■ WHAT would be the first thing you would buy if 
you won the lottery? 

Hmm Clothes! No I wouldn’t want to waste it on clothes, 
I think it might be to buy a bigger house or a new car for 
my family. I know that if my mum won the lottery she 
would give a lot to charity. 

■ IF you were stranded on a desert island what 
three items would you want with you? 

Well firstly it would have to be food and water, but the 
third item is hard to choose. I think it would have to be 
shelter, although I would like it to be my phone or lap¬ 
top.

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Councillors clash over 
trust'running town' 
remark in election 



TWO councillors have 
clashed over comments 
made in the run-up to the 
recent election about Lyme 
Regis Development Trust 
“running the town”. 

The comments were orig¬ 
inally made by Councillor 
Owen Lovell after the then 
Mayor, Councillor Mich- 
aela Ellis, was insulted on 
social networking site 
Facebook by former chair¬ 
man of the InSPARation 
Youth Cafe, Glen Willis. 

Councillor Lovell linked 
Mr Willis and several elec¬ 
tion candidates, who had 
been campaigning together 
as a group, to the develop¬ 
ment trust. He said the 
“dirty” election emanated 
from the trust in an attempt 
to “take over the running of 
the town”. 

At the development 
trust’s annual general 
meeting, held on Monday 
evening, chief executive 
Marcus Dixon asked Coun¬ 
cillor Lovell on what basis 
he made the statement and 
which election candidates 
he was referring to. 

Councillor Lovell said he 
had seen a group of candi¬ 
dates campaigning in

Broad Street with Coun¬ 
cillor Lucy Campbell, 
who manages LymeNET, 
which is run by the devel¬ 
opment trust. 

New councillor Terry 
O’Grady, who was one of 
the candidates that cam¬ 
paigned as a group, ques¬ 
tioned Councillor Lovell’s 
explanation. 

Councillor Lovell: “I put 
two and two together and 
maybe got five.” 

Councillor O’Grady: 

“More like six.”

“Reasonably well, not 
very well.” 

Councillor Lovell said 
that there was “no need” 
for the comments made 
about the mayor but ad¬ 
mitted the situation may 
have got “a little heated” 
in the run-up to the elec¬ 
tion and offered the devel¬ 
opment trust an apology. 

Speaking to Mr Dixon, 


he added: “The work you 
do is excellent but when I 
was asked for a comment 
that was what I felt.” 

Chairman of the devel¬ 
opment trust, Wendy 
Davies, reported that Glen 
Willis had been asked to 
resign by the trustees and 
had done so. 

No evidence 
She said: “Although the 
comments were made in a 
personal way, we did all 
totally agree that they 


should not have been 
made.” 

Devlopment Trust mem¬ 
ber Peter Wiles called on 
Councillor Lovell to apol¬ 
ogise. He said there was 
“no evidence” to back up 
Councillor Lovell’s com¬ 
ments. 

Councillor Lovell 
replied: “I have just apolo¬ 
gised.” 

Mr Wiles: “I did not 
hear it.” 


New councillor questions status 
of £ 60 , 000 paid for the youth club 



A COUNCILLOR has 
questioned why the 
£60,000 used to buy the 
former Club for Young 
People building has not 
yet been redistributed to 
local youth organisations. 

Lyme Regis Develop¬ 
ment Trust bought the 
Church Street site, now 
The Hub youth club, from 
the Club for Young People 
Trustees in October last 
year, with the promise that 
the money would be redis¬ 
tributed in grants to youth 
organisations. 

At the development 
trust’s annual general 
meeting, Councillor Chris 
Clipson asked where the 
money had gone. 


Trust chief executive 
Marcus Dixon said: “That 
is a very difficult question 
to answer. We negotiated 
with the trustees and that 
was the transaction made, 
which we undertook in 
good faith. They under¬ 
stand their obligation as a 
charity to make that 
money available to local 
youth groups. 

“On a personal level, I 
think it is unfortunate that 
the money hasn’t been put 
back into the refurbish¬ 
ment of The Hub.” 

Mr Dixon spoke about 
how the townspeople of 
Lyme Regis had previ¬ 
ously bought the building 
to be used as a Boys’ Club 


and added: “At least half 
of that money belongs to 
the town.” 


Calling all ex-lifeboat crew 


THE crew of the RNLI lifeboat in Lyme 
Regis sent out their own Mayday call this 
week - to trace former crew members 
fora special reunion. 

The plan is to invite as many ex-RNLI 
volunteers as possible to join in the cel¬ 
ebrations of 150 years of a lifeboat serv¬ 
ice in the town. 

After much research, organisers of the 
event have traced the names of more 
than 100 people who served either as 
sea-going or shore crew. 

Some have sadly passed on but it is 
hoped to invite up to 70 when the 150th 
anniversary is officially recognised dur¬ 
ing Lifeboat Week on July 28th. 

Lifeboat Operations Manager and har¬ 
bourmaster Grahame Forshaw said: "We 
are very keen to mark the anniversary 
properly and to invite everyone who 
helped us reach this milestone. Invita¬ 
tions will be sent to as many people as 


possible but addresses may have 
changed so we are asking anyone inter¬ 
ested in attending on July 28th to get in 
touch."

The anniversary event will be hosted 
in a marquee on the slipway by Michael 
Vlasto, Operations Director of the RNLI, 
who will present the Lyme Regis crew 
with a framed vellum. 

Four members of the crew (pictured 
above) in 1979 will have plenty of rea¬ 
son to recall their service with the Lyme 
Regis lifeboat. 

Helmsman John Hodder and his crew 
Paul Wason, Graham Turner and Colin 
Jones - who is still a volunteer - rescued 
four people from the yacht White Kitten 
in storm force conditions and were all 
recognised for their courage.

A WEEK-long celebration 
of the 400th anniversary of 
the King James Bible 
translation will be held in 
Lyme Regis this July. 

The Lyme Regis Big 
Read will be held from 
Sunday, July 3rd to Sun¬ 
day, July 10th to mark the 
anniversary of the Bible 
translation made in 1611, 
which organisers say has 
“profoundly shaped and 
influenced the themes and 
values of our culture”. 

The programme of 
events will include six 
half-hour readings from

Mum swims out to sea 
to save her children 

LYME Regis Lifeboat crew was called out on Monday 
afternoon when a mother swam out to sea to rescue 
her two children. 

The 11-year-old boy and eight-year-old girl had 
fallen out of their inflatable dinghy and were spot¬ 
ted off Lyme Regis. 

Several members of the public contacted the 
coastguard and the lifeboat was launched just be¬ 
fore 2pm. However, the family, on holiday from the 
Midlands, made their own way back to shore before 
the crew arrived. 

Coastguards have warned that inflatables can eas¬ 
ily be blown out to sea. 
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Campaigner warns 
council to Support 
library or lose it' 


LIBRARY campaigner, Councillor Anita 
Williams, has warned Lyme Regis Town 
Council that it must back new plans for 
the library or lose the service. 

Campaigners have been working on a 
proposal to save the town library, which 
will include re-locating it within another 
local organisation and building eight one- 
bedroom affordable apartments on the 
current Silver Street site. 

However, Councillor Williams said the 
town council must show its support of the 
scheme or the library will be cut. 

In a consultation questionnaire, the town

council previously told Dorset County 
Council that it would not be interested in 
taking over the running and funding of the 
library. 

Councillors have now decided to write 
a letter expressing their support of the pro¬ 
posed scheme but to reiterate that they 
cannot fund the service. 


Councillor dubs public 
meeting as 'pointless' 


FORMER Mayor, Councillor Michaela 
Ellis, has expressed concern over the new 
format of Lyme Regis Town Council’s 
Community Development Partnership 
Committee meetings. 

Last week’s meeting started with a pub¬ 
lic forum, where local residents were in¬ 
vited to discuss and update objectives 
fromLymeForward’s 2007-2027 Commu¬ 
nity Plan. 

Councillor Ellis said she did not know 
about the public meeting until she read 
about it in the local press that day and felt 
it had not been advertised to local resi¬ 
dents very well. 

She was also concerned that it was tak¬ 
ing up too much time that would usually 
be spent discussing matters on the main 
council agenda, and suggested that the 


public meetings be scheduled for separate 
days. 

Councillor Daryl Turner also described 
the public forum as “pointless”, as not 
very many people attended and they could 
not discuss issues in detail. He suggested 
that the format be more general with 
rough ideas at the next meeting. 

Councillors and members of the public 
discussed objectives for transport and 
young people. They agreed that the local 
bus services needed to be more joined up 
and that play areas in the town should be 
improved. 

Two further public meetings are sched¬ 
uled to take place before Community De¬ 
velopment Partnership meetings to 
discuss objectives under different themes. 


Call for PACT meetings 
to be held in public 


COUNCILLORS have called for the po¬ 
lice-run Partners and Communities To¬ 
gether (PACT) meetings to be opened to 
the public again. 

The meetings, where local problems are 
discussed and assigned to relevant organ¬ 
isations to deal with, were originally open 
to local residents, who were invited to 
raise any issues they had. However, the 
past two meetings have been held behind 
closed doors, with only representatives of 
organisations being invited. 

The issue was raised by former council¬ 
lor, Stan Williams, in the public forum of 
last week’s Community Development 
Partnership Committee meeting.

Council recommends refusal to 
another cafe in Lyme high street 


LOCAL PLANNING DECISIONS

AN application to convert 
the former Tulips Gallery 
in Broad Street into a cafe 
has been recommended for 
refusal by Lyme Regis 
Town Council. 

The application proposes 
changing the use of the 
first floor of 10a Broad 
Street, which has been on 
the market since 2007, 
from a shop to a breakfast 
and coffee bar, with the 
ground floor remaining as 
a shop. 

Two letters of objection 
have been sent to West 
Dorset District Council re¬ 
garding the plans. The up¬ 
stairs neighbour has 
expressed concern about 
increased noise levels and 
a nearby restauranteur said 
Lyme already has a “vast 
number of eating establish¬ 
ments” which is increasing 
every year. 

The town council recom¬ 
mended refusal on the 
grounds that increased 
noise pollution and possi¬ 
ble cooking odours will af¬ 
fect the amenity of the 
upstairs neighbours. 

■ COUNCILLORS also 
recommended refusal on 
an application for 14 Clap- 
pentail Lane. 

Plans include building a 
conservatory, extending 
the work room, creating a 
new balcony to the exist¬ 
ing dormer window, a 
patio area and internal al¬ 
terations. 

The town council recom¬ 
mended refusal on the 
grounds that the balcony 
was out of keeping with 
the existing house and 
“detrimental” to the street 
scene. 

■ LYME Regis Town 
Council has raised no ob¬ 
jections to the following 
planning applications, 


which will now be consid¬ 
ered by West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council: 

Replace front windows 
at 57 Church Street, which 
is a Grade II Listed Build¬ 
ing; 

Make internal alter¬ 
ations, create roof vent and 
make window alterations 
at Benets, Mill Green, 
which is a Grade II Listed 
Building;

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Museum hosts RAF reunion 


VETERANS of the RAF 
were brought together at a 
reunion party, hosted by 
Lyme Regis Museum last 
month. 

The party was organised 
by museum trustee and 
local historian Ken Gol- 
lop, and included a 
slideshow of photos from 
the museum archives. 

The trip down memory 
lane was enjoyed by 25 
veterans of the Marine 
Craft Unit, which operated 
from 1937 to 1964, per¬ 
forming a range of safety 
and air sea rescue duties. 

Their barracks and 
workshops, where the 
boats were maintained, is 
now the Boat Building 
Academy in Monmouth 
Beach Car Park. 

During the party, former 
harbourmaster Mike 
Poupard presented two 
small brass wheels to the 
museum, which he found 
in 2009 when dredging the 
harbour. Also present was 
Brian “Dusty” Miller, who 
was responsible for them 
falling in the harbour in 
1957. 

The wheels were origi¬ 
nally built into the hull of 
an RAF motor dinghy, to 
make them easy to drag 
along the slipway, but

Dusty damaged the boat 
when taking a shortcut 
across the rocks and the 
wheels were knocked off 
into the water. 

When Mr Poupard found 
them in the harbour he 
didn’t know what they 
were. 

He said: “I had been dig¬ 
ging out the harbour 
mouth and was looking for 
anything nasty that could 
hurt our beach-goers. 

“I found the wheels and 


thought that they might 
have been off an Eliza¬ 
bethan man o’ war rather 
than an RAF boat ferrying 
crews to and from the 
boats moored outside the 
harbour. 

“When Dusty Miller 
came forward to admit his 
guilt the mystery was 
solved!” 

The wheels are now on 
display in Lyme Regis 
Museum in the “New to 
the Museum” exhibition.

Two new projects 
for Lym Zim Link 

SINCE launching in 2003, Lyme Regis based charity 
Lym Zim Link has gone from strength to strength, 
raising over £50,000 for children's projects in Zim¬ 
babwe. 

The charity is raising funds for two new projects, 
following the opening of the Westwood Cheshire 
Home last October. Lym Zim Link donated funds 
towards a physiotherapy room, mini bus and dis¬ 
ability resource centre at Westwood, which assists 
young people with disabilities. 

Charity founder Jo Enright travelled to Zim¬ 
babwe for the grand opening of the home, where 
she was keynote speaker. 

The first of the charity's new projects is the Emer¬ 
ald Hill School for the Deaf, based in Harare, which 
caters for 5-18 year olds with severe hearing im¬ 
pairments. 

As there is no free education in Zimbabwe, and 
many families cannot afford to send their children 
to school, Lym Zim Link is committed to paying 
school and hostel fees for two children each year, 
costing £1,500. 

The second new project is the Pedro Arrupe Cen¬ 
tre, based at Musami Mission, which is also home 
to 35 hearing impaired children. 

As the children live in small houses with no run¬ 
ning water, Lym Zim Link plans to provide water 
for the toilet and shower block this year, costing 
£ 2 , 000 . 

The next local event for Lym Zim Link will take 
place in the new Marine Parade shelters on Friday, 
August 26th, where there will be stalls, a tombola 
and games. 

The charity also runs a weekly draw with the 
chance to win one of two £5 prizes, at the cost of 
£1 per week, which can be paid weekly, monthly 
or annually.

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A lesson for Lyme - the past is our future 


I WRITE this in state of defiance which has bothered 
me all week since I read that Palmer's want to weasel 
out of their moral obligations by bringing TV chefs 
to the town. 

It started well on Tuesday. To the Regent for the 
screening of All Over The Town. 

After everyone found their seats among quite a num¬ 
ber of telling observations that: "Oo-err, they've taken 
out the double kissing ones at the back", a beaming 
manager David Johnson welcomed the packed house 
and said the cinema was so sold out he'd had to turn 
people away. 

The like had not been seen, he said, since the launch 
of Mamma Mia! 

"Yes, and this looks like Grandmamma Mia," whis¬ 
pered Lyme cheesemonger Justin Tunstall, chortling to 
himself as hundreds, predominantly pensioners, settled 
down to look back more than 60 years to when the 
charming film was shot in the town. 

The big screen turned blackand white as the Rank Or¬ 
ganisation's mascot bodybuilder hit the gong for pop¬ 
corn and we were back in a time that looked pretty 
much like now; the same Cobb, same Broad Street. Only 
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the cars were different and everybody was better 
dressed and tipped their hats. 

It was odd, but lovely, to see my Mum as an extra in 
the opening scenes - 17-years-old and walking down 
Broad Street, catching the eyes in her tiny-waisted frock, 
in the days before Dad chatted her up and away from 
such a promising (or Primrosing) start in the movies. 

It was warming, too, to see the old Puffing Billy that 
used to chug into Lyme from Axminster and on which 
we'd hang right out of the window as kids, joyously 
oblivious to health and safety, as we inhaled the soot 
that made our eyes smart and grins widen. 

And it was as enchanting as ever to see that the Lyme 
of then was not that much altered from the town of 
now. Yes, there was a garage where Tesco now stands 


and the shop fronts of Haddons, Richards and The 
Cabin have gone, but that uplifting sight of the sea 
twinkling as you walk past Case's old tobacconist, that 
sense of cheery community, that whole air of it just 
being Lyme hasn't changed at all. 

Refined, I suppose, is the word for how Lyme looked 
then, gently sophisticated. 

And in that glimpse of the 40s a lesson for Lyme sud¬ 
denly became clear to me - here was not just a look 
back at the town's past, but a vision of what could be 
its lucrative future. 

Wonderful lures 

The sell-out for the screening of the 1949 movie 
proved that nostalgia sells well - and whilst many good 
burghers and bodies of the town are today set about 
modernising bits of it with all sorts of wardens, and 
back beaches purified to levels demanded by an anti- 
biotic-obsessed society, for Lyme the best way to go 
forward may be to go even further back; back to an 
even greater self-indulgence in its heritage. 

There is money for Lyme to make from promoting its 
past and it currently makes much from that. But we 
could make so much more of both. The museum-in- 
spired walks and talks based on Mary Anning, John 
Fowles and Jane Austen are wonderful lures to visitors, 
as is the much that has been made of the Jurassic ge¬ 
ology and the revival of our mighty boat-building. 

But what can be made more of Lyme's association 
with the beauty-snatching Henry Fielding? What links 
can we play up from Colin Dexter's setting of an Inspec¬ 
tor Morse story at The Bay Hotel? What more of the pi¬ 
rate Somers and his inspiration for Shakespeare's 
Tempest ? How can we gain from actually marking the 
place where the Monmouth Martyrs died, instead of 
just leaving that brave spot un-commemorated? What 
can we do, for history and for profit, by capitalising on 
Queen Victoria's visit, or the Cobb ghost? Or by reviving 
The Cobb Ale - that fantastic festival that was closed 
down by the church in the days when we worshipped 
and before the days when the loud, maddened crowd, 
who find our toilets disgusting do so, because those 
who use them, do so disgustingly? 

I've half-joked with the editor of this newspaper that 


All Over The Town could have been called The Philip 
Evans Story. True, the film's newspaper editor hero con¬ 
stantly smoking a pipe all over the office dates it before 
Philip's time - but the story, its setting and its message 
isjustasof now as it was of then. 

Just like the movie's Nat Hearn, Philip has cam¬ 
paigned against rough justice locally and it was the 
main theme of the storyline - Lyme editor crusades 
against self-serving property developer - that made 
this Delderfield tale from 1948 so uncannily resonant 
of now. 

I shouldn't imagine that many of the audience didn't 
think'Three Cups" when the film struck its anti-devel¬ 
opment note and I shouldn't imagine that the Palmer 
family would have much enjoyed viewing it at home. 

And perhaps, if there is a lesson for Lyme to learn 
from All Over The Town, and indeed play up even more 
of its past, then should we start there, at The Cups - by 
knocking it down? 

I know a lot of incomers want it saved, that rotting 
edifice that shames Palmer's even more than its beer 
did in my youth, but I wonder if many of them drank 
in the place when it was last a hotel? It was pretty 
awful; clingy, unwelcoming and reminded me more of 
the set of Carry On Cowboy than a study in elegance. 
The uncouth Gordon Ramsay would have fitted in 
nicely. 

Let's knock the ruddy thing down and rebuild The 
Cups on its actual original site, the place where it first 
came to fame, where that pointless car park next to 
Fordham's now takes you for an arm and a leg. 

I believe the Fordhams (Andrew and Pat Gullock) 
have a son who has actually drawn up a plan for the 
redevelopment of The Square, a new old Cups could 
be worked into it. The town has enough builders and 
carpenters for them to replicate The Three Cups proper 
and it would provide a long-overdue poke in the eye 
for Palmer's [with or without its famous chef mates]. 

That's the other thing that comes of watching All Over 
The Town, it reminds you that Lyme is most at its best 
when we just don't stand for it. And I hope that never 
changes either.

The showing of “All Over the 
Town”, made in 1948 from the novel 
by R. G. Delderfield and filmed 
mostly in Lyme, earned spontaneous 
applause, creating an enthusiastic 
buzz as the audience left the cinema. 

The story of a returning RAL offi¬ 
cer (Norman Wooland), unexpect¬ 
edly becoming editor of the local

The scenes of Lyme 
Regis also echoed across the years, 
the same yet different.

N OW for some men 
the idea of being 
the only man at a 
pole dancing club would 
be a dream come true - 
but a pole fitness class is 
something entirely differ¬ 
ent. 

Ally, my instructor for 
the evening, invited me 
along to the session to 
help dispel a bit of the 
stigma attached to her 
classes. 

For those who haven’t 
been along, they are often 
put off by the idea that 
pole dancing is just for 
women in bikinis and 
stilettos being forced to 
work in seedy clubs to 
make a little extra money. 

Perhaps that was the 
case 30 years ago but 
nowadays it is very much 
a legitimate exercise class. 
As I write this, nearly a 
week later, my arms and 
stomach are still aching. 


Those who have experi¬ 
enced a pole fitness class 
will tell you they are not 
only great for boosting 
confidence but unrivalled 
for developing flexibility, 
core strength and upper 
body strength, 

Joining me on the night 
are ladies from as far as 
Honiton and Weymouth 
who have fallen in love 
with the art form since 
taking it up, and are more 
than happy to make the 
long journey for a weekly 
session. 

They all seem to be 
looking forward to seeing 
my efforts, as do the 
leisure centre staff who 
are making sure the poles 
are fitted extra securely 
for the night. 

As much as the girls in 
my class enjoyed laughing 
at my efforts on the pole 
though, they all take it se¬ 
riously and are working 


towards their grading 
exams. 

The session starts with a 
brief dance based warm 
up, just enough for my 
two left feet to cope with. 

Those who have ever 
seen me perform musical 
theatre will tell you that 
dance isn’t my strong 
point. I start to struggle 
when I’m expected to 
combine both arms and 
legs, you can have one or 
the other, not both. 

After a warm up we pair 
up and run through a few 
stretching exercises, my 
unlucky partner is Lind¬ 
sey Cumpstone who has 
been attending classes for 
a year. 

Lindsay helped guide 
me through the evening as 
I tried to remember which 
arm went where and 
whereabouts my legs were 
meant to be in relation to 
my head. 

Flexibility is a key ele¬ 


ment of pole dancing and 
most of the class can ei¬ 
ther do the splits or at least 
get eye wateringly close, I 
soon realise why when 
Ally tests me with a split 
stretch. 

She then demonstrated a 
more advanced stretch 
where, whilst gripping the 
pole, you lower your 
weight onto your partner’s 
legs to help them stretch 
into a splits position. 

We thought it best I did¬ 
n’t do this to Lindsay as 
the only possible good 
outcome would be £250 
from You’ve Been 
Framed. And that wasn’t 
going to happen, as de¬ 
spite many willing volun¬ 
teers, I had insisted 
no-one filmed my efforts 
on the night. 

Having fully stretched 
and warmed up we went 
into some strength exer¬ 
cises. The discipline re¬ 
quires not only immense 


strength but also great 
control over your body to 
be able to manipulate it in 
ways you probably didn’t 
think possible. 

Now by some stroke of 
luck I then find out that I 
have inadvertently joined 
the “Advanced” Thursday 
night session rather than 
the “Beginners” class. 

So instead of getting a 
run-through of the basics I 
soon find myself trying 
back and forward hooks, 
the pole climb and the 
level three inverted V. 

My particular favourite 
was the “Princess” with 
no hands, although I fear I 
didn’t make it look as ele¬ 
gant as it sounds. 

The session finishes 
with the girls running 
through their grading rou¬ 
tines to “Hollaback Girl” 
by Gwen Stefani. 

This combines most of 
what we have learnt, plus 
a bit extra all put together 
into a slick dance routine. 

I hope that this week I 
have convinced a few peo¬ 
ple, male or female, to go 
give the Pole Perfect 
classes a go. 

You can still find seedy 
pole dancing clubs in back 
streets, my dad can vouch 


for that, but pole fitness 
classes are a world apart 
from those venues. Pole 
fitness classes are more 
about empowering 

women not exploiting 
them. 

If you want to tone up, 


lose weight, gain confi¬ 
dence or simply have fun 
with your mates then there 
are definitely worse ways 
of doing it. And if a 16 
stone man with the ele¬ 
gance and grace of a par¬ 
ticularly clumsy elephant 


can do it, then you can 
too!

ST MICHAEL'S Church, Lyme Regis was recently the venue for a outstand¬ 
ing musical event when a 22 year old American organist amazed the audi¬ 
ence with a dazzling display of technical virtuosity and musicianship. 
Nathan Laube hails from Chicago and began music study at the age of five. 
He is a graduate of the Curtis Institute in Philadelphia where he received 
the two highest prizes. The recipient of many other awards he is justly con¬ 
sidered one of the stars of the organ world's young elite performers. 

The programme opened with a rarely heard Toccata by Bach which 
showed the clear and nimble finger dexterity that is a feature of Nathan's 
playing. Mozart, Mendelssohn and the juxtoposition of mid 17th century 
Weckmann and 20th century Alain allowed the tonal colours of the organ 
to be fully explored to ravishing effect. Perhaps the most surprising item 
was Nathan's own arrangement of the Overture to 'The Pirates of Pen¬ 
zance'. It proved to be a barn-storming finale and the applause was de¬ 
servedly loud and long. 

Organists are often hidden away from the public gaze, especially when 
the instrument is on a gallery at the back of the church. Therefore the use 
of a video camera, projector and large screen at the front brought all the 
panache and brilliance into sight adding greatly to the overall enjoyment. 

Since the organ was installed in St. Michael's last year there have been 
many distinguished recitals, few could possibly have matched Nathan 
Laube's remarkable performance. By John Patrick Mingay

SINISTRE Theatre Company

Premier League 

WlMBORNE & C0LEHILL 216 ALL OUT 

lost to Dorchester 218-6 by four wickets 

IT took a captain's innings for Dorchester to pull off the vic¬ 
tory to keep the Premier League hopes alive. 

Chasing 217 for victory they were in trouble at 78-5 when 
Martyn Richards strode to the crease. However with Dan Belt 
who scored a great half-century, they started to repair the 
damage and added 57 for the sixth wicket before Belt fell leg 
before for 53 to Ben Ratcliffe (3-36). 

Still in trouble, Richards was joined by Andy Mead, and to¬ 
gether they saw the county town home with an unbroken 
partnership of 83 with Richards on 67 not out and Mead 37 
not out and victory with just three balls to spare. 

Mead (2-43) had opened the bowling after Wimborne 
elected to bat having won the toss, and broke the opening 
partnership by bowling Colin Randall (8) whilst a mean Belt 
1 -11 from eight overs, had skipper Andy Hayward (7) caught 
behind by Nick Roe to leave the hosts on 21-2.

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BOB BUCKLER HORSE RACING 


Exciting additions and syndication 



FOLLOWING on from last week's article where Bob 
Buckler gave his assessment of the season which 
ended in late April, the Henley trainer discussed the 
situation at the yard during the summer writes Stuart 
Broom.. 

Buckler had described how the past campaign had 
seen a change of mix of horses in the yard with some 
of the more seasoned, experienced horses quite nat¬ 
urally beginning to drop down in handicap as age 
started to slow them, whilst some of the expected 
replacements had not quite made their mark yet. 

He agreed that Ethiopia who had failed by a short 
head to make it four victories in a row atTowcester 
recently was one of the up and coming horses that 
would probably step up to the plate this season. 

Buckler is well recognised in the industry for train¬ 
ing chasers and slightly older horses; a skill that 
needs time and patience, and indeed has been well 
rewarded with the success of a number of good 
chasers. However this takes time and therefore his 
returns in prize money is perhaps not as quick as an¬ 
other trainer that concentrates on younger horses. 

"Yes that's true, there are trainers that run horses at 
a younger age and them move them on to other sta¬ 
bles, but you still need continuity, a kind of produc¬ 
tion line, and I had a bit of a lull this year. However I 
am hopeful that some that didn't quite reach expec¬ 
tation, with another summer to mature, will come 
through next season" 

Referring to the horses that like the firmer summer 
ground, Buckler said: "I had nine that were being rid¬ 
den until quite recently in the hope that I might get 
a run from them, but some of them have now been 
turned out because of the lack of rain." 

For those left in training it is Buckler's job to keep 
them interested and fit, and there are a variety of 
things that the yard do to keep them sharp. 

For instance Ethiopia

as all the administration is done for you." 


might continue in train¬ 
ing. "As long as he is 
running well we will 
probably keep him in 
training but do differ¬ 
ent things with him. For 
example we might give him a complete week's break 
on the hill to keep him fresh and happy and turn him 
out a lot more and train him slightly differently." 

The summer is a time for everyone to take stock 
but also to tidy up the 
yard. Boxes are painted 
and the training fences re¬ 
moved and the ground 
around it harrowed and 
rolled, and reseeded with 
grass. With the ground 
now too hard to work on, 

Richard Barber's all 
weather track is used con¬ 
stantly in the summer. 

Meanwhile it is impera¬ 
tive that those horses 
turned out have been 
checked beforehand. 

"You make sure the 
horses are all right before 
you turn them out, be¬ 
cause if you turn them out 
wrong, they will come 
back wrong, so you treat 
them and make sure they 
are fine." 

The summer is often a 
good time to buy new 
horses, and Buckler has 
been active on this front, 
purchasing four new 
horses, three of which are 
for sale. 

Syndication of horses is a 
relatively new way of be¬ 
coming involved in horse 
racing without having to 
get too involved in the 
day-to-day work of own- 


place and is setting up another called 
the Robert Buckler Racing Club. 

Buckler explained:"lt is a really excit¬ 
ing way of being involved without any 


of the fuss required as all the adminis¬ 
tration is done for you. 

"It will allow affordable shared own¬ 
ership of a racehorse, and gives you 
not only the chance to be an owner 
but allow you stable visits, gallops 
viewing, complimentary entry to the 
races when your horse is running and 
weekly updates." 

Next week we will give details of how 
you can join, the horses you could be 
a part owner of, and the trainer's 
thoughts for next season.
